PREFACE 

This booklet has been compiled in 
response to a desire on the part of some of 
the students of this Institute to know what 
kind of prayers are offered by Christians, 
and also of those who wish to have some 
prayers at hand for their own use. 
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SECTION A 

PRATERS. 

1. The Lord’s Prayer. 

Oar Father, who art in heaven, hallowed be Thy 
name. Thy Kingdom come, Thy will be done on earth, 
as it is in heaven. Give us this day oar daily bread ;
